which worshipped. In 


this historic church. On these days 
services commemorating a hundred 
and more years of Christian worship 
and growth, were held by the two con- 
gregations Jointly, several of the Lu- 
theran and one of the Reformed for- 
mer pastors being present and speak- 
ing, while other visiting ministers 
added to the joy of the occasion by 
their presence and assistance. 
, 


The services opened on Friday even- 


ing with two splendid addresses and 
a large audience. The Rev. S. L. 
Diehl spoke on "The Benefit of "* 
Country Church." 
In a feeling m*» 


uer he referred to the fact how for 
more than a hundred years some one 
has been caring for the flock .at this 
place and then showed some of the 
benefits which because of this very 
fact, accrued to the community and 
even to towns and cities far away. He 
spoke of the permanence of the work 
of the country caurch as over against 
that of the city church. 


The Rev. B. F. Bailsman followed 


with a fine presentation of "The Heri- 
tage 
of 
Reformed 
and 
Lutheran 


Churches." 
No Protestant Churches 


exist, he declared, that have more in 
their history to justify their existence 
than 
the Reformed and Lutheran 


Churches. 
They are more like each 


other than either is like any other re- 
ligious denomination. Both date back 
to the Reformation of the 16th century 
and have much In common. 
They 


have a common heritage of faith, and 
worship. They 
both alike 
mediate 


German thought to American life and 
both stand for an educational religion. 


On Saturday evening the Rev. D. B. 


Lady, who spent a tew years of his 
boyhood in the community, and whose 
recollection extends back over half a 
century in the history of Bender's 
Church, delivered a stiong address on 
-Then and Now." First he referred 
to the 'then" as indicated by the proph 
et, Malachi, "when they that feared 
the Lord spake often one to. anothjft 
and the Loid hearkened, and heard" W, 
and a book of remembrance was writ- 
ten before him for them that feared 
the Lord and thought upon His name." 
There is- not enough of God in our so- 
cial conversation. We talk about most 
everything but those things that per- 
tain to the kingdom of God. Not to 
talk about God is a sign that one does 
not think about God since we speak 
as we think. In this respect the 
•'now" in the history of Bender's 
Church however, is a great improve- 
ment over the '"then" fifty or a hun- 
dred years ago. To the great delight 
and edification of the large audience 
present, the speaker contrasted the 
past with tbe present and showed how 
much better the religious life of the 
community is to-day than it has ever 
been in the past. 


On Sunday morning the Rev. H. F. 


Long preached an earnest sermon on 
"The Life-giving Stream Flowing Out 
from the Church." God is the source 
of this stream. The Holy Ghost, work- 
ing in and through the Church, trans- 
mits it. We cannot do without the 
Church—its reverence, its nurture, its 
joys, its life, God Himself who lives 
and abides in it. 


Then followed an historical sketch 


of Bender's Church by the Rev. T. C. 
Hesson. 


"The organization of the congrega- 


tion which worshipped on this spot 
and the origin of the name, "Bender's 
Church," date back as far as April 7 
1781. 
It was then, one hundred and 


thirty years ago, that at least twenty 
two members together with their pas- 
tors, representing the two congrega- 
tions, met and formally and solemnlj 
agreed on (he erection of a hoti«e ol 
worship for their own use on this site 
where this prefeent brick structure now 
stands. At the same time at titles ol 
agreement were adopted, designed to 
specify and govern their mutual rela 
tions as sister congregations. 


The piece of ground on which this 


former church was built and *hich 
afterwards became also the biie oi this 
one, was donated by Mr. Jacob Ben- 
der, a member of the Lutheran congre- 
gation. Hence, doubtless, the name, 
"Bender's Church," which this child, 
now venerable, with the wnghr of a 
hundred years, inherited from its pa- 
rent, and which will serve in the fu- 
| ture as it has done in the past to im- 
mortalize the generosity of the donor.

Church is an old Gennaii document, 
unfortunntely vithout the signuure °' 
its writer; but valuable, notwithstand- 
ing, for the information it gives. To 
an English translation of this Gcinian 
paper a number of years ago by the 
Rev. Dr. D. M. Gilbert, we are indebt- 
ed for many facts in the prepaiatlon 
of this s-ketch. From that document 
wo infer that neai by heru was a first 
church by the name of "Englii-.li Epis- 
copal," in which the Reformed and 
(Lutheran families worshipped before 
they formally agreed to establish a 
union church for their own use. How 
Ions? they worshipped here thcie is no 
way-of •determining: but it is likely 
for a considerable time.

Thus, tradition sa>s the first two 


buildings were of log. The first was 
built of rough, unhewn timber and the 
large openings between the logs af- 
forded the farmers' dog;, a favorite 
means of entrance and exit during the 
hour of seivice. These, if an annoy- 
ance during service, were not without 
their advantage afterwards, as were, 
also the farmers' guns brought with 
them and stacked in the rear of the 
church. For they were thus able on 
the way home to combine with the 
ancient Berean religious custom ot 
considering whether what thr> preacher 
TiaO sairi was true or not, the plea-sure 
of the hunt. 


in iho^« tarlj buildings there seems 


to ha^e been little or no piovisiou for 
keeping people warm—at least as to 
their bodies—while in church in win- 
ter. 
The women, however, did have a 


"foot warmer" for their bodily com- 
fort. This was a sort ot miniature 
stove kept In a box when not in use 
and, some say, carried to church every 
Sunday, others, left in the church from 
Sunday to Sunday. 


Real Interesting it is to examine the 


deeds in possession of the trustees. 
Some have «eals made with blood :iud 
the names of the congregations strike 
one as odd. "The Calvanistical High 
Dutch 
Reformed" and "The 
High 


Dutch Evangelical Lutheran." 


After thirty years of harmonious 


worship and growth in the second 
structure, the corner-stone of this pres- 
ent brick building was laid by the two 
congregations, with appropriate ser- 
vices in September 1811; and when 
the edifice stood complete $3317.72 be- 
sides much labor and love had been 
expended upon it. The contractor was 
Conrad Lower and the treasurer at the 
time was George Smyser. 


To-day, therefore, we celebrate the 


one hundredth anniversary of the erec- 
tion of the house of worship and the 
one hundred and thirtieth of the or- 
ganisation of these two congregations 
and of their histoiy in worsipping to- 
gether.

GOES OVER TO JANUARY COURT 
BY REASON OP COMPLICATIONS 


Three Men and One Women Sentenc- 


ed to Terms in Eastern

The same performance ni' 
uarrhing down and *>ack again with- 
out sentence was n>pedted again ou 
Monday. The court room was packed" 
to hear the sentence pronounced and 
instead heard an interesting lesai de- 
bate. 


District Attorney Neely had inclh t- 


ed. tried and convicted Pitteiiturt of 
robbery. After conviction he offered 
io suggest as pail of the record the 
two former convictions so that the 
same might be considered by the court 
in measuring out punishment. 
flon 


1J. P. McPherson. representing 'he 
prisoner, demurred to the suggestion. 
He contended that the only proper 
way to make prior convictions a part 
of the lecord \vas to mention the pnor 
convictions in the indictment, thaf un- 
less mentioned in the indictment Pit- 
tenturf stood guilty of the 
offense 


charged in indictment tor which he 
i-ould be given but five years iu the 
Penitentiary. He urged that it would 
have made a world of difference in a 
defense whether it was against an in- 
dictment carrying a five year term of 
imprisonment or a SO >ear term. 


The discussion developed that the 


Commonwealth would make no effort 
to apply the law of the 30 year term 
to the prisoner, the District Attorney 
announced that in his opinion the Act 
of 1911 repealed that part of Act ot" 
1009 
providing for a 30 year term 


at this

In tbe December AMERICAN MAGA- 


ZINE there is an interesting article 
about (Jeorge Jackson Kueelaud, who 
has been acting as Field Director of 
tbe Mayor's 
Vice Commission in 


Chicago. After a wandering career as 
sheep-herder, cigar maker aud divinity 
student, he fell iuto his present posi 
tiou iu which he has doue an extra- 
ordinary piece of work. Probably no 
man iu tue world has collected at first 
hand as complete a report ou tbe life 
of the underworld* as Kuetlaud has 
put together. It was Kneelaud who 
harvested the bitter crop of facts with 
which the Vice Commission iu Chi- 
cago has created such a stir.

H Jordou, of the Western District of 
Pennsylvania, will assist In tbe mat- 
ter, as will also Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry at 
Washington, whose experts will be 
present at the trial of the cases to give 
testimony.

letter received from Dr. Wiley by 
Commissioner Foust a few days ago: 


"Iu so far as tbe cases have been 


pat up to me I have uever yet bad 
piesented to me a glazed sample of 
confectionery Which iu my opiuiou 
did not in some .matter come within 
the scope of inhibition of tbe law. 
Either the giaze itself coutaiued indi- 
gestible material which must of ne 
cessity work injury, especially Iu the 
child's stomach, or it couceaied some 
kind of inferiority, or it injuriously af- 
fected the quality aud strength of tbe 
material, or it permitted unsanitary 
handling, or permitted the goods to be 
held for » long time aud sold with tbe 
appearance of freshness."

Dirt Roads Surveyed by State. 
Two corps of engineers under the 


gnpet vision of Edward S. Prey, an as- 
atetant engineer of the State Highway 
Department, are surveying roads iu 
York and Adams counties which will 
be Included in the system of main 
highways of the State to be construct- 
ed under the Sproul act by the recent 
legislature. The electors of the State 
will be asked to authorize the expendi- 
ture ot $50.000.000 for the Improve- 
•MUts. , There is at present $5,000,000 
availably for the purpose. 


The roads surveyed are those from 


Gettysburg to Wayuesboro, Harrisburg 
to Gettysburg, Gettysburg to Carlisle, 
York to Harrisburg via Manchester, 
York Haven and Lewisberry, Gettys- 
burg to York via Oxford and part of 
route 1*M> from Wellsvtle to East Ber- 
lin, a distance of 10.3 miles, aud 
among, roads to be surveyed at an 
early date i-* one from Gettysburg to 
Hanover. 


All these dirt roads will be taken 


over by the State Juue 1 next aud 
maintained by the State Highway De- 
partment. The toll roads will not be 
surveyed until they have been taken 
ever by the State as they will have to 
•e . purchased from the various coni- 
paates^ownlng them. 


The State is divided into 15 distiicts 


in <cbarge of an assistant engineer. 
York and Adams counties comprise 
one of the districts. There are 8,000 
miles of highways iu the State and it 
la expected that territory will be add 
ed to the two counties under the su- 
pervision of Mr. Prey.
